Says He Will Not Con- 
sider President’s Re- 
quest Based on “Alleged 
Breach of Faith.”

“Washington, September 1.—Out of 
the present stew in the shipping board, 
President Coolidge is expected to seize 
the opportunity to shape this agency 
which has charge of the government’s 
merchant marine more in conformity 
with his policies. This would follow 
similar changes in the tariff and fed- 
eral trade commission, two other in- 
dependent bureaus which gave him 
considerable trouble, but are now 
quiescent. ,

Further relief from the power short- 
ope now being combatted by the Geor- 
Railway and Power company will 
be given about September 10, when 
all the power possi to generate at 
present at the great goverriment hy- 
d ectric plant at Muscle Shoals, 
Ala.., turned intg Alabama 
Power company lines, according to an- 
nouncement Tuesday by United States 
Senator William J. Harris. Senator 
Harris said he had received word from 
the .war department at Washington 
that all generators possible to operate 
under present conditions at the plant 
would turned on. 

Senator Harris said he understood 
that two and possibly three’ spillways 
are available for use, and that the 
accumulated water will be sufficient 
to operate probably three generators. 

The first unit in the great plant was 
placed in operation Saturday and its 
power distributed by the Alabama 
lower company to interlocking lines, 
but it was shut down after three 
hours’ operation in order that minor 
repairs and adjustments to machinery 
might be made. 

Both Senator Harris. and Senator 
Walter F. George bave heen active 
in urging the war department to turn 
tne Muscle Shoals plant on to .its 
fullest eapacity because of the ex- 
treme drouth condition in this sec- 
tion. Other senators alse have urged 
action, As a result the plant will be 
in operation some time before it had 
been intended.

Tax offices everywhere 
were crowded with newspaper men 
and business men seeking the in- 
formation the books contained.

The same rumor has it that Presi- 
dent Ennis, of the state senate, is 
cognizant of the “plan,” and as a 
temporary successor to the gove nor- 
ship, will be the candidate in a spe- 
cial election fortified with “posses- 
sion,” which is the nine points in law, 
hence his early announcement for the 
office in the 1926 primaries, and his 
subsequent failure to bring his friends 
together in a conferente. 

And so on and so on—all as wildly 
fantastic as the day dreams of rain-

It is unfortunate that really~sensi- 
ble people give ear to such rumors. 
They constitute a serious reflection 
upon the governor, upon the trustees 
and upon Mr. Ennis. 

Twice recently Governor Walker 
has stated positively and unequivocal- 
ly that he would not accept the 
chancellorship of the university if ten- 
dered to him. 

It very probably will not be ten- 
dered him, and certainly it should 
not be. It should not be tendered to 
any person, in fact, who is not dis- 
tinctively. outstanding as both an edu- 
cator and a business executive and 
assuredly it should not be tossed about 
on the whirlpool of Georgia politics. 

But to say that Governor Walker 
is secretly -working for a position 
while keeping the public fooled by

It is ascrib- 
ing to him underhand motives that 
he has not in mind, and the unfairness 
of such a procedure is obvious. 

I hold no brief for Governor 
Walker and have radically differed 
with far more of his administrative 
acts than I have endorsed. 

But I do not believe he would 
make an emphatic statement that he 
knew to be a falsehood. 

Until he has proven himself un- 
worthy of such a confidence I ‘shall 
resent for him the rumors that are 
sweeping the state. Surely those 
guilty of their propagation do not

NOT 80 MUCH MINISTER. 

The minister first. wrote about the 
ides of March, inquiring how quickly 
one could reduce weight.

suggest. 


I can't remember just now what I 
suggested, but no doubt I gave the 
minister an earful. Somehow his let- 
t gave me the impression that’ he 
had good sense about health questions 
—which I find but rarely in minis- 
ters. Anyhow, July 1 I heard from 
the minister again. 

I’ve been and gone and done it. 
That is, as you may or may not re- 
call, I’ve reached the point of my am- 
bition in weight. Last spring—with a 
bit of egging on from you—I set 
something like 150 pounds as my goal 
before vacation time. July 1 finds me 
149 3-4 pounds in weight. 

And to show that it has been done 
without any great internal disturb- 
ance, this is the report of a urinalysis 
made by the Prudential Longevity 
service (we need not print the report 
here—it was all normal). 

I must say I feel better. Food has 
no mastery over me. I know what I 
want when I want it. No breakfast 
half the time, except grapefruit juice 
or coffee; dinner not too hearty, keep- 
ing daily calories to about 1,500; sup- 
per light.

I have the impression that I re- 
ceived a letter from this same sky 
pilot quite a while ago about his 
weight or something, but never mind 
that. He is entitled to congratulation 
for his rare self-control—a rare powér 
indeed among members of our noble 
sex, fellers, though common enough 
among the women. I have had scores 
and scores of letters from women tell- 
ing of their success in reducing by 
the same methods followed by the 
minister, but girth control has never 
threatened to become popular with 
the men. Everything considered, I 
shouldn't be at all surprised to learn 
that a show down has proved ours fo 
be the weaker sex, after all. 

Being hungry a good proportion of 
the time is a good deal nrore akin to 
happiness—which is good health, isn't 
it’—than bé@ing surfeited with food 
most of the time.

“The most serious side of the situ- 
ation so far as the consumer is con- 
cerned is the general failure to pur- 
chase coal in the summer or to ac- 
cept delivery of it. Very little coal 
has been placed in consumers’ cellars 
and that means that when the first 
cold snap comes there will be a de- 
mand which will be hard ‘to supply 
and somebody will have to wait. Now 
that the annual moving is about over 
we expect to see retail deliveries pick 
up rapidly.” 

All three admitted, however, that 
the present situation is fraught with 
serious possibilities. Mr. Patterson 
inclined to the view that the present 
situation will hinge to a great extent 
on whether bituminous coal workers 
will be called from their work. 

Fhe price of domestic coal has ad- 
vanced from $7 and $7.25 ten days 
ago to from $7.75 to $9 a ton at the 
present date, Mr. Meinert said. This 
price increase is well below the price 
of coal during the railroad congestion 
of 1919 and the strike of 1922, how- 
ever. 

“Coal prices increased steadily dur- 
ing August,”” Mr. Meinert said, “the 
reason being that people north of the 
Ohio valley pay more attention to 
their coal supply than do the people 
of the south. Atlanta is in good 
shape at present in regard to her coal 
supply and the government claims to 
have at least a 90-day supply on 
hand. But with 160,000 coal miners 
out on strike, the situation may be- 
come more serious.’

My friend was the graduate manager of a sizable eastern 
He was summoned by the dean, a suave and dignified gentle- 
The dean said: : : 


“! have learned recently that some of the men who are competing 


for the football team have been lapsing in their scholarship. 


While per- 


haps some slight concessions might be made, during the few weeks of 
intense training, we cannot sacrifice scholarship to athletics, and 1 wish 
you would inform the candidates for the team that they will be held 


rigidly to the college requirements.’ 


My friend replied: 


‘| thoroughly realize the importance of this and I assure you that 
we will impress our men with the necessity of keeping up with -their 
studies, and we will give all possible cooperation with the faculty in 


seeing that they do so.” 
Talk to Coach Different. 


This is typical of the usual inter- 
change betweeh the graduate man- 


ager and the faculty. It might be 
printed on the first page of any news- 
paper without any “comeback” from 
anybody. But not so the remarks of 
the graduate manager to the head 
coach that night. He said: 

“Old Splivens is out to pluck 
some of our best men unless we 
can get them hopped up so that 
they can sneak by in their classes. 
We've got to dog these tramps 
around and see that they get to 
their classes, and we've got to fix 
up some kind of s* tem of easing 
them through the examinations.” 
“How are we going to do it?” ask. 

ed the coach. “We've got cur hands 
full as it is.” 
Origin of the “Rats.” 

There was a long discussion. Out 
of it grew the suggestion that cer- 
tain undergraduates be employed to 
trail the laggards, to report their at- 
tendance or non-attcndance at classes, 
to check up on their use of their study 
and leisure hours, and to get, compile 
and deliver all perssible information 
regarding their classroom  perform- 
ances. The question of financing the 
work was uppermost. It was agreed 
that the annual financial report was 
sufficiently elastic to allow these 
charges to be slipped in under some 
other heading. 

Thus the “rats,” as they later 
came to be called, were put to 
work. As the attitude of the 
football squad toward this kind 
of checking tp was highly un- 
certain and, furtherniore, the 

. work of the men was such as to 
require them to stay under cover, 
the “rats” never worked in the 
open. No one but the graduate 
manager and the coach knew any- 
thing about ther. 

At about this time, the university 
appointed a special tuter to assist ath- 
letes who were backward in their 
studies. Football eandidates received 
special coaching when they needed it 
and undoubtedly it was a sensible ar- 
rangement. This tutor had no con- 
ecrn other than to do his work. His 
on!y job was to do the coaching, and 
it was none of his business after that 
whether the men made the grade or 
not. This tutor came to be known— 
and is still known—as the “wet 
nurse.” He was useful for a while, 
but it soon became apparent that 
some of the lads—broad across the 
back and narrow between the eyes— 
uceded some stronger medicine. 

Enter the Football “Widow.” 
Out of this 

‘wuerw.”” The widow was usually a 
post-graduate, or at any rate \a man 
who had been around the college a 
long time and knew all the ins and 
outs. While he was a sort of super- 
tutor, his job was not so mutch to 
drive something into resistant -skulls 
as it was to get the boys by the schol- 
arship barrier—by methods of his own. 

Unlike the “wet nurse,” he was not 
paid out of university funds, but sub- 
sisted mysteriously in that vague do- 
main of useful functionaries—the No 
Man's’ Land of the annual report. 

The “widow” knew all the snap 
courses; he knew all the foibles 
and eccentricities of the various | 
professors; and above all, he 
could give a pretty fair prospec- 
tus of just what any given quiz 
would consist of in the way of 
questions. 

In fact, I knew one particular- 
ly competent a had 
made elaborate “‘‘sts questions 
which probably would be asked 
by any given professor. On the 
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You live pretty 
sar our, don't

eve of examination, the strag- 

glers would be drilled until they 

could give some kind of a rote, 
answer to what were believed to 
he the sure-shot questions. 

I remember a big tackle from a Ne- 
braska town near Omaha who was 
kept up nearly all night by the “widow” 
trying to repeat the definition of an’ 
“inecorporeal heriditament.” He final- 
ly got so he could say it, without the 
slightest idea of what it meant. and 
the next day this was the first ques- 
tion out of the box. Thus we saved 
220 pounds of good football material 
which otherwise would have been side- 
tracked. The “widow’ certainly 
earned his money. 

System Highly Successful. 

Naturally, a system developed by 
which the “rats” and the “wi 
worked in close cooperatien. 
the “rats” turned in some dullard, the 
coach and graduate manager would 
lash nim to his classes—they used to 
do it profanely in those days—and 
then, if he was still dragging, the 
“widow” was turned loose on him. 

In addition to his other accom- 
plishments, the “widow” as a 
good noli**-ian. Inanad. ‘t way, 
always keeping under cover, he 
acted as intercessor between back- 
ward students and professors, and 
I even have known of instances 
where he enlisted the support of 
powerful alumni in getting some 
big camel through thé needle’s 
eye of scholarship. 

In one form or another, the rat- 
widow system is highly organized and 
extremely suceéssful in many Ameri- 
can colleges. a 

While no ‘donbt in some cases it 
keeps in college men who ought not 
to be. there, it is my opinion that it 
also does a great deal of good. I 
have known many a boy, apparently 
idull and backward, who has been 
whipped into some worthwhile at- 
tainments by this method.

Phere are seven white men and 
three negoes under arrest, formally 
charged with murder. Two other 
negroes are being held for further 
investigation. 

Jury Findings Secret. 

The jury, directed by Acting Coro. 
ner A. M. Greene, had another sés- 
ison behind closed doors this after. 
noon, examing a number of witnesses. 
No information as to the progress 
made was divulged. 

Sheriffs and citizens from several 
adjoining counties were hete to offer 
their assistance in rounding up men 
believed to be responsible for the 
deaths of the Jones county officers 
whose bodies, pierced by many bul- 
let wounds, were found lying» beside 
Malone’s car in a deserted stretch 
ot land about half way between Ma- 
eon and Gray. An organized band 
of moonshiners ig thought to have 
committed the murder. 

Prominent Defendants. 

All of the white men arrested are 
prominent in their community. They 
seve their occupations as farmers. 
They live near the scene of the double 
tragedy. | 

Information that came to the sur- 
face yesterday strengthens the theory 
that the slain officers were lured into 
the death trap and that they . never 
reached the still where they were 
supposed to have been going. 

It is believed-that the inner work- 
ings of a powerful organization of 
moonsbiners and rum runners will 
be revealed through the arrests end 
investigation that may lead into high 
places before it ends.

Crop Outlook 


Most Promising For Farmer 


Washington, September 1.—(>)—~ 
The agricultugal situation generally 
is viewed by the department of agri- 
culture in its September review as a 
promising one this year for the farm- 
er, The summary placed the rela- 
tive purchasing power of farm prod- 
ucts in terms of non-agyicultural com- 
modities for July at 91 compared 
with a five-year pre-war level fixed 
as 100. 

Agriculture is getting an injection— 
of price stimulation—a stimulant un- 
fortunately brewed partly from- bad 
weather than from “consumptive de- 
mand” says «he review. 

So far as price levels mean income 
fog this season’s products they rep- 
resent a real bird in the hand. In 
so far as they merely serve to beckon 
producers into a still heavier acreage 
of wheat, cotton, corn, potatoes, along 
with more hogs, cattle and sheep for 
1926, they represent a dubious sub- 
stitution of the promise for the ful- 
fillment.: 

“The domestic wheat situation is 
rather a tight one. There appears 
to be no little wheat to spare east 
of the Rocky mountains. he coun- 
try price of wheat has been running 
around 30 cents above last year, and 
is evidently high enough to stimulate 
production. Reports indicate inten- 
tions to increase this fall’s acreage 
of winter wheat by 4,000,000 acres 
or nearly 10 per cent over that sown 
last fall.” 

Reviewing thé key regions briefly, 


the department has this to say: 

_ “East—General conditions slightly 
improved over 1924. Potatoes and 
vegetable growers in better spirits 
than last year. Apple producers per- 
haps not in quite so good position as 
a year ago. 

“South—Cotton has done well, gen- 

erally speaking, except for 
drought section of Texas and portions 
of Georgia and Sonth Carolina and 
local weevil and weather damage in 
the Mississippi valley. A promise is 
for a large total crop and good in- 
come to.the cotton belt. Drought 
area of soutn’centrai Texas hard kit, 
considerable exodus of farmers and 
laborers reported therefrom. South as 
. whole in relatively favorable posi- 
ion. 
“Corn Belt—Good corn crop in 
sight if it escapes an early frost. 
Probability of general increase in 
feeding this winter. With livestock _ 
prices encouraging and grain ample, 
the region is distnctly optmistie. 

“Wheat Belt—Discouraged by 
drought effects but heartened by 
prices for wheat. Regivn fairly opti- ° 
mistic except in southwestern areas. 

“Range Country—Ranges generally 
good and stock in good shape except 
in south and in other local areas, 
Some signs of hope among cattle men 
at advances in heavy steer market 
and reviving feeder demand. Cattle  , 
industry, however, is in such a posi- 
tion as to require considerable stimu- 
lus for general revival.”

Atlanta’s five and three-quarter million dollar new building program 
came to a completion with the opening of the new Senior High School 
for Girls January 5, 1925. 


This new high school has been designated by some of America’s most 
distinguished educators as one of the finest in the country. The new 
school will accommodate 1,500 pupils. Its equipment includes the 
most modern and advanced methods of learning —a fine library, 
bright classrooms, shining home economics rooms, well-fitted science 
laboratories, lunch rooms, and a complete housekeeping unit, con- 
sisting of dining room, kitchen, pantry, bathroom, and bedroom—a 
model unit for the purpose of training girls in home management. 


It is an institution where both keenness of mind and dexterity of hand 
are emphasized—where young girls of Atlanta are taught to be capa- 
ble, wholesome and versatile. The cost of this building was $491,- 


000; to this add $40,000 for equipment and $75,000 for the value of 
the lot—a total value of $606,000. Thus, from the first small build- 
ing on Whitehall and Hunter streets, which Sherman used as head- 
quarters during the Civil War; Girls’ High School has grown to the 
stupendous proportions of the present magnificent structure. 


The new Senior High School for Boys is an architectural and engi- 
neering triumph. It is located on a 25-acre tract at Jackson and 
Tenth streets. The building cost $459,000, and the grounds, grading, 
new equipment cost $102,000, making the cost to date $561,500, 


exclusive of the $25,000 worth of equipment contributed by the old | 


school.. Both technical and classical courses, or a combination of 
both are offered, and the boys are trained to the highest standards in 
the classroom and on the athletic field. 


Atlanta now has 76 elementary schools, 4 Junior High Schools, and 
4 Senior High Schools, with a 1924 enrollment of 54,144 pupils—an 
increase of 21,452 over the enrollment of 1920. Eighteen new school 
buildings were erected and completed in about two years—13 for 
white pupils and 5 for negro pupils. 


Despite the unusual magnificence of Atlanta’s school buildings and 
the superior quality of instruction afforded, Atlanta’s per capita cost 
per pupil is very low, being but $49. 58. The average per capita edu- 
cational cost in cities of the country in Atlanta’s class is $91.94. In
